An attorney who received a 
zoning variance to help him move 
forward with repairing a histori¬ 
cal home is hoping to turn the 
building into an office showplace. 

Steven Stockfisz appeared 
before the Romulus City Council 
members Monday night to 
request they accept the Zoning 
Board of Appeals recommenda¬ 
tion to re-zone the property 
where the former Wilson House 
sits from residential to an office 
category. 

“I’ve done some research on 
the home, and it has historical 
significance,” he said. “It’s locat¬ 
ed in a perfect spot outside the 
city hall and court house.” 

Situated on Wayne Road, the 
Wilson House and a parcel of 
land located directly behind it 
were purchased by Stockficz for

an undisclosed sum last year He 
has made several repairs to the 
home already, but plans to move 
the home off the foundation to set 
it back 12 feet, so the building is 
farther off the street and more 
convenient for potential tenants. 

Council members unanimous¬

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Teacher 
callbacks 
are few

It looks like it could be a long 
road for laid off personnel from 
the Romulus Community 
School District 

Of the 47 people laid off 
before the end of last year, only 
four have been called back to 
the classroom or administrative 
offices so far this year The call¬ 
backs were made possible by 
retirements and resignations. 
Of the four called back, two are 
teachers, one is a secretary and 
the other is a paraprofessional, 
said Dick Kruse, a spokesman 
for the district 

“We have been able to return 
these people to their positions, 
and there have been some reas¬ 
signments (to avoid more lay¬ 
offs),” he said. “All of the call¬ 
backs were made in order of 
seniority and comply with the 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment” 

Fbr the rest of the teachers, 
getting the call to come back 
could be long in coming, Kruse 
said. 

“Given the current state of 
the economy, it could be a long 
time,” he said. ‘This is similar

Wilson House to be moved, renovated into office space 
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Van Buren fills 2 new technology positions

Van Buren Township is taking 
another step forward in the infor¬ 
mation age. Two information 
technology (IT) positions in the 
township have been filled. 

Last week, township trustees 
voted unanimously to hire Steve 
Rankin as the IT director and 
Ken Dandy as an IT coordinator 
for the public safety department 

Township Supervisor Cindy 
King said she looks forward to 
their work at Van Buren. 

“We’re planning long term 
projects in the township so we’re 
looking for good things to come,” 
she said. 

Rankin, who has 21 years 
experience in technology ser¬ 
vices and management, was cho¬ 
sen out of 30 candidates, a field 


that was then narrowed to four 
candidates who received further 
interviews. 

“All four candidates could 
likely provide a good service to 
the township, however, the com¬ 
mittee arrived at one candidate 
we believe will provide the abili¬ 
ties and qualifications to be the 
director and the best fit,” said 
King 

The IT Technology 
Assessment Plan conducted by 
Plante and Moran received in 
February recommended both 
positions. The plan was prepared 
to better understand the scope 
and quality of the existing town¬ 
ship technologies and determine 
how improvements could be 
made, according to officials. 

Rankin was formerly a project 
manager at Integrated Systems 
Analyst in Dearborn. He also

ance to Stockficz. Mayor Pro-tern 
Randy Gear said the redevelop¬ 
ment of the home was welcome. 

“It’s always good to see people 
coming in here to fix up proper¬ 
ties,” he said. “I hope (Stockficz) 
doesn’t stop here.” 

The 1,300 square foot home 
will be able to house one or two 
tenants, Stockficz said. He does 
not have any tenants yet, but said 
he’s hoping to capitalize on the 
close proximity to the 34th 
District Court to locate users. 

The home is one of only a 
handful of Sears Kit homes. In 


city inspector, who told the devel¬ 
oper the building was too dam¬ 
aged to fix. 

Councilman LeRoy Burcroff 
said he hadn’t spoken with 
Franklin, but he’s glad to have 
some resolution to the situatioa 

“We were interested in learning 
about his plans for the building - 
we were prepared to spend about 
an hour and a half with him - but I 
think it’s best to move ahead with 
the demolition,” he said. 

The car wash has been vacant 
since 1995, and within that time 
has fallen into disrepair. Ffanklin 
had already invested in the facility 


the first part of the 20th century, 
Sears sold homes that came in 
kits through its catalog. The 
home would arrive in pieces and 
would then be assembled by the 
owner. 

The home will be ready for 
tenants once the work is com¬ 
plete sometime next year, 
Stockficz said. 

After the house is renovated, 
Stockficz said he is hoping to 
build three or four homes on the 
property located behind the 
house. 

The plan to refurbish the 
Wilson House still has to be sub¬ 
mitted to the planning commis- 
sioa Stockficz said he has not yet 
submitted a site plan to the com¬ 
mission for approval.

- the underground storage tanks 
had been removed. 

At the Aug 28 city council meet¬ 
ing, Ffanklin appealed for more 
time to fix up the building and said 
he wanted to involve local teens 
who wanted to learn more about 
the building trades. City inspectors 
said the building was no longer 
viable and could be a danger to 
children and other persons near 
the site if it is not tom dowa 

At the end of the Aug 28 meet¬ 
ing, council members agreed to 
allow Franklin the opportunity to 
make his case for a six-month 
extension At the end of his pre¬ 


sentation, council members would 
have voted on whether to tem¬ 
porarily remove the building from 
a list of properties slated for demo¬ 
lition in order to give him time to 
make repairs. 

Attempts to reach Franklin for 
comment regarding this story 
were unsuccessful. 

Mayor Pro-tem Randy Gear 
said he believes demolition is the 
proper course of action 

“It’s been out there a long time, 
and it’s near my mother’s home,” 
he said. “I know the residents that 
live in the area have complained 
about it” He added that the facili¬ 


ty, if left in place, could attract 
vagrants. 

The city has, during the past 
four years, taken steps to rein in 
blight before it becomes over¬ 
whelming. More than 100 struc¬ 
tures have been tom down during 
that time period, according to city 
estimates. 

Franklin is not the property 
owner Burcroff said there’s been 
no contact between the city and 
the landowner that he knows of 

“We haven’t heard from anyone, 
but I do hope that something else 
is built on the property soon,” he 
said. 


Jobs - More teachers a priority, say union officials

to the problems we had with the 
structural economic problems 
of the late 1970s and early 1980s 
- we had layoffs at that time, 
and it was literally years before 
we could call (teachers) back 
Some people had other posi¬ 
tions by that time and had to 
make difficult decisions about 
whether to return (to the dis¬ 
trict).” 

Pink slips went out last 
spring after the district discov¬ 
ered it had to make $3.1 million 
in cuts to balance the budget 
Employees throughout all sec¬ 
tors of the school - from the 
classroom to the custodial staff 
to the central office - were dis¬ 
placed. 

Included among the layoffs 
last spring were seven teachers, 
four social workers, five media 
technicians, one school nurse, 
and three custodians, along 
with central office staffers. 


Jason Salhaney, the presi¬ 
dent of the Romulus Education 
Association, said he thinks the 
district is moving in the right 
direction, but needs to make 
getting the teachers, social 
workers and nurse back to work 
the first order of business. 

“It has to be a priority to get 
these people back to work; they 
provide vital services that are 
needed,” he said. “I think the 
district has made some positive 
moves - like offering schools of 
choice to bring in more dollars - 
but more can be done.” 

Corporate partnerships and 
sponsorships, as well as pay to 
play for sports should also be 
explored. 

“Everything needs to be on 
the table at this point,” 
Salhaney said. “I think it’s fair 
to say everyone here is doing 
more work - there’s more kids 
in the classrooms now - and 
they need more individual 
attention.” 


The cutbacks came at a time 
when the 4,300-student district 
is trying to lure pupils back 
from charter schools and public 
schools that accept students 
from outside districts. The move 
to limited schools of choice 
could bring some funds to the 
district, but ultimately, the dis¬ 
trict will need to see where 
enrollment is after the official 
student headcount in October. 

“I think we’ll know more by 
then where we actually are 
financially, and if it’s a positive 
count, we’re hopeful they’ll 
bring back some of the people 
that were laid off,” Salhaney 
said.' “We do think they under¬ 
stand our concerns.” 

District officials said that 
per-pupil increases granted by 
the state that did not meet the 
increasing expenditures 
incurred for retirement and 
healthcare benefits, as well as 
utilities, were in part to blame 
for the district shortfall. 


Memories - Safety concerns different in airport city 
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Walker-Winter Elementary 
School in Detroit, said when he 
learned of the attacks, he was 
just beginning the school year. 

“I went into one of the kinder¬ 
garten classrooms, where there 
was a TV on,” he said. “They 
were watching the program that 
was on, and (the network) cut in. 
One of the kids looked up and me 
and said, ‘Oh, that plane just hit 
the building’ 

“He had this look on his face, 
and I’ll never forget that look, 
because one day, we’re going to 
have to explain to them what this 
was all about” 

Councilman William 

Wadsworth, then a uniformed 
sheriff’s deputy with more than 
30 years experience in law 
enforcement, remembers the day 
as well. 

“I remember we received an 
order to block off all the exits to 
the freeway around the airport,” 
he said. “We had no idea what 
was going on at that point. . . 
when we learned what was going 
on, it was unreal. We knew they 
were grounding all of the air¬ 
planes. I had never seen any¬ 
thing like it in law enforcement” 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff 
remembers that he was waiting 


to depart on a flight to Montreal 
for business when the first tower 
was hit 

“I ended up having to drive to 
Montreal, and when I crossed the 
border, I was struck about how 
the Canadians were affected by 
the attacks - it was chaotic in 
Canada. We don’t always get 
along but on that day, there was 
nothing but warmth from them.” 

For City Treasurer Pamela 
Morrison- Kersey, more than any 
of the officials who spoke, the 
events of 9-11 caused a great 
sense of fear 

“I received a call from my 
niece, Sgt. Maj. Maria Kersey, 
who worked in the Pentagon,” 
she said. “She demanded that I 
leave city hall because we were 
so close to the airport She said 
they were being evacuated. She 
said she was ready to lay down 
her life. I learned to have a great 
respect for the military and what 
they do.” 

The council also took the 
opportunity during the dialog to 
talk about homeland security 
practices in the city. Public 
Safety Director Charles Kirby 
outlined some of the things the 
city has been able to purchase 
with homeland security grant 
funds - like a mobile command 
center, a back-up system for the 


911 call center, and other equip¬ 
ment that would aid first respon¬ 
ders if another attack occurred. 

“Because we’re an airport 
community, we looked at things 
differently,” he said. “It really 
makes you wonder about 
whether you can handle some¬ 
thing like that 

“Also, because we’re in law 
enforcement and public safety, 
we could relate to what the res¬ 
cue workers (in New York and 
Washington DC) were going 
through,” he added. “We knew 
that once they went into those 
buildings, some weren’t going to 
come out” 

The issue of tolerance - and 
support for soldiers - also came 
up. 

“People have different opin¬ 
ions about the war, but we always 
have to remember that we need 
to support the troops,” said 
Wadsworth. 

Councilwoman Ellen Craig- 
Bragg said she remembers a 
sense of cohesiveness immedi¬ 
ately after the attacks that all of 
need to find a way to get back to. 

“On 9-11, we were all one 
country,” she said. “It didn’t mat¬ 
ter who was the black man or 
who was the white man, or who 
was Jewish or Muslim,” she said. 
“Fbr one day, we were one.”

Opportunity is knocking 

A scattering of onlookers sheltered under the sparse shade behind 
the old Jamieson Block building on Michigan Avenue Friday morn¬ 
ing. 

Others drove slowly by as a huge excavator toppled the historic 
structure with a mighty bucket and brushed pieces of it from neigh¬ 
boring buildings. 

Soon, all that was left of the historic structure was a pile of rubble 
in a jagged hole in the ground. 

All in all, it was a sad end to a once pretty building 

City officials have said that they had no real choice in the matter 
Vacant and boarded up for more than 20 years, the site was what they 
call an attractive nuisance—that is, it was attractive to the sorts of 
people that like to be a nuisance. It was falling apart inside, ripe with 
mold, and posed a safety hazard, too. Besides that, it plain and simply 
did not look good. 

Despite its connection to the city and its colorful past, it was sim¬ 
ply too expensive to fix up and it had to go. 

The question is, what now? 

City officials have long said that they didn’t have a good relation¬ 
ship with the owner of the structure. Some said—although none pub¬ 
licly—that it was kept in that condition merely to provide a thorn in 
the side of the city, the proverbial sore thumb that attracted the 
wrong kind of attention and the recent attempts to finance a redevel¬ 
opment there were only half hearted, at best 

The property owners still have the title to the land, though, and as 
long as they can pay for the expense of the demolition—which will be 
added to the tax rolls—they can keep it That means they’ll have the

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Countdown to victory 



Every day I get an email. 

The subject line tells me it’s of interest and the 
body starts out with a number that coincides with 
the upcoming November election. Today is 
Tuesday, so it was 56 days to victory. 

It doesn’t really matter which side sent it out 
because it’s right Victory will come at the end of 
that countdown, no matter who wins the gover¬ 
nor’s office. 

Victory for the voters, that is. 

That’s whep we’ll be able to put all of this semi¬ 
annual electoral fodder behind us and legislators 
can get back to the real business in Lansing: blam¬ 
ing the other party for all of our problems. 

You can tell it’s happening already. Each side is 
complaining about the negative or attack ads put 
out by the other party while blithely ignoring their 
own. 

Each side is accusing the other of cutting jobs 
and claiming to create them while ignoring their 
own missteps in that category, too. 

At the same time, the real number important 
numbers are staggering: what each side is spend¬ 
ing on this race. Never mind, for a minute, that 
this is another example of decrying the tactics of 
their opponents while ignoring their own past his¬ 
tory. Democrats point out how much the 
Republicans are spending when they broke 
records last time around, too. 

I’m sick of hearing about if to be honest with 


you, and I propose a solution 
that might solve the whole 
thing. 

Let’s take the money spent on campaigning and 
put it to good use. Dick DeVos has spent upwards 
of $20 million on his quest to win the office, 
according to campaign reports. OK, we get it he 
wants the job. How about instead of putting that 
money into mailings and television commercials, 
it’s given to, say, some school districts that need it? 
Organizations that given back to the community. 
How many police officers could be hired with 
that? Firefighters? How many roads could be 
fixed, trees saved or watersheds improved? 

These donations would then become the cam¬ 
paign. It would work for the other side, too. Trust 
me, if such a radical thing happened, these candi¬ 
dates would not suffer for want of media atten¬ 
tion. 

Think about how much good this money can do 
if it’s directed toward something other than mak- , 
ing voters sick of the whole process. Charities 
would prosper, our children would prosper, the 
state would prosper Voters would have a positive 
reason to go out to the polls, rather than the ‘any¬ 
one but so-and-so,’ which is so often the case any¬ 
more. Who knows, maybe this approach will 
attract more donations to campaigns, too. 

It would certainly make for some better televi¬ 
sion ads. 



Let’s look up the word 

At the past two Belleville City Council meetings 
there’s been a lot of discussion about a new public 
service compensation policy. 

The purpose-according to council officials—is to 
provide adequate compensation for elected offi¬ 
cers, members of permanent city boards, commis¬ 
sions, authorities and committees established by 
the city council, as well as administrative officers 
and employees of the city. 

Compensation is intended to be in addition to 
any other payment which may be provided in 
employment contracts, personnel polices, board 
and commission policies, civil service rules and 
regulations or any other provision separate from 
this policy, officials said. 

The intention is also to acknowledge the value 
and importance of public service and encourage 
morale among administrative officers and employ¬ 
ees. 

Plans could include an annual service recogni¬ 
tion dinner and program that will be tied together, 
an annual holiday bonus for full-time and part-time 
employees, retirement recognition for city employ- 


‘volunteer’ 

ee retirees based on employ¬ 
ment history, personal interests 
and other relevant factors not to 
exceed $200. Plaques for service 
with the city will be given after employees leave. 
The city council also has the right to change the 
compensation at least every five years to determine 
if the amount is appropriate, according to the policy. 

All these ideas-well intended as they may be-cost 
money. 

Residents who attended the meetings spoke up 
asking why is the city talking about spending money 
on this type of procedure when there clearly is no 
money to be spent on it 

One council member pushed hard for the policy 
to go into effect this year, however-after a lengthy 
discussion-council members agreed to move the 
policy into the next fiscal budget 

In these tight financial times, particularly in 
Belleville, it’s good to see that council members are 
trying to be fiscally responsible with this idea.

Flying Pilgrims file flight plan for weekend event

The sounds of jet engines and 
several dozen planes will rever¬ 
berate over a field just west of the 
Canton Township border this 
weekend, but it’s not a sign that 
Willow Run Airport is encroach¬ 
ing on the community. 

The Flying Pilgrims Radio 
Control Club will take over their 
usual position at the field at 
Geddes and Ridge roads, bringing 
between 60-80 giant scale replicas 
for flights over the rural area 

“It's a really cool event,” said 
Jim Repp, president of the local 
chapter of the Flying Pilgrims. 
“It’s a good hobby. We have young 
people, old people, white people, 
black people, blue people—it 


doesn’t matter When we get to the 
airfield, everyone gets along.” 

The public is welcome to come 
check out the Fhll Phase Out for 
F\in, which takes place from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. on Saturday and 
Sunday, Sept 16-17. It’s free, but a 
$5 donation is requested for each 
carload of attendees to help cover 
costs. 

Repp said that past events 
appealed to young and old alike 
and have attracted as many as 
1,500 spectators a day. 

“Our intention is to generate 
new interest in the hobby, as well 
as providing entertainment for the 
casual visitor,” he said. “I don’t 
find many people that don’t like 
model airplanes.” 

Many people, when they hear 
that description, may think of 


smaller models controlled by 
hand-held radios. That’s only part¬ 
ly right, Repp said. Giant scale 
models have to be at least % the 
size of the real aircraft, though, 
which means many planes at the 
event will have wingspans that 
exceed 120 inches. They’re pow¬ 
ered by engines that generated 
between three and 12 horsepower 
The jets, which may fly during the 
noon break, depending on the 
whether, are capable of speeds in 
excess of200 mph, although feder¬ 
al restrictions keep them below 
that speed 

“These are not your typical 
model airplanes,” Repp said. 
‘They’re pretty impressive.” 

The Flying Pilgrims have been 
around for about 38 years. They’ve 
been headquartered at several 
different places during that time, 
from Plymouth to an old gun 
range in Canton to their present 
location. They’ve been forced to 
move as development has turned 
many fields into subdivisions. 

“We like to be good neighbors,” 
said member Hal Hultman, a 
Wayne resident 

The group is a part of the 
Academy of Model Aeronautics, a 
national organization that has 
about 160,000 members nation¬ 
wide. The weekend event draws 
pilots from throughout the state 
and beyond because the old rac¬ 


ing ground the Flying Pilgrims use 
has a reputation for being a good 
place to fly the expensive models. 

“Our field is one of the only 
ones around that has a paved run¬ 
way,” Hultman said. 

The event starts at 10 am. The 
pilots will take a break at about 
noon, where they’ll move all their 
planes onto the runway so the 
public can get a closer look and 
ask any questions of their owners. 
That’s also when the jets will fly, 
weather permitting. Hultman said 
that was always an impressive 
sight—and sound. 

‘They use a scaled down ver¬ 
sion of a jet turbine engine,” he 
said. “They sound just like a real 


jet” 

It can be a challenge to maneu¬ 
ver—and keep track of—the scale 
models, particularly those that 
reach 200 mph. The weekend 
event will be attended by experi¬ 
enced pilots, though, so safety is 
not a concern. 

“It’s hand-eye coordination,” 
said Repp, who flies a World War 
n Hellcat, a Piper Cub and an F- 
15. 

“You just have to watch it. 
When you have this amount of 
time and money invested, you pay 
close attention.”

HollywoodM provis haunting film

In 1959, a shot rang out that 
claimed the life of television 
icon George Reeves, a.k.a 
Superman. 

Nearly 50 years after his 
death, Hollywoodland delves 
into the mysteries surrounding 
his demise and who pulled the 
trigger—and why. The end 
result of the film, a fictionalized 
glimpse into Reeves’ life, is a 
suspenseful drama that echoes 
the stark, often harsh, reality of 
classic film noir and one of the 
most compelling films in a long 
time. 

Reeves, portrayed by Ben 
Affleck, might have become a 
household name courtesy of his 
stint as Superman, but the film 
shows him as a man with feet of 
clay rather than as the Man of 
Steel. Though charming and 
intelligent, he couldn’t catch the 
break he needed to take his 
career to the next level and he 
viewed his star-making role as 
Superman with dismay. One 
day, the pressures surrounding 
his life became too much for 
him. Aging, out-of-luck, and sur¬ 
rounded by people who pre¬ 
tended to care as they preyed 
on what little he had left, 
despondency overwhelmed 
Reeves and convinced him to 


take his own life. 

Or did it? 

Although the Los Angeles 
Police Department ruled his 
death a suicide, the film sug¬ 
gests that there might have 
been more to the story. A tough 
talking—and completely fic¬ 
tional— private detective, Louis 
Simo (Adrien Brody), is hired to 
look more deeply into the inci¬ 
dent 

The result is depressing, as 
the list of people who might 
have wanted Reeves dead 
proves to be extensive. Had 
something gone wrong between 
Reeves and his gold-digging 
fiancee (Robin Tunney)? Had 
his married girlfriend’s (Diane 
Lane) powerful husband (Bob 
Hoskins) taken matters into his 
own hand? Had his death been 
covered up by the powerful 
Hollywood studio system as a 
way of sanitizing its operations? 

Skillfully weaving together 
the past and the present and 
meshing the stories of the rise 
and fall of Reeves with the pro¬ 
fessional and personal trials 
faced by Simo, the film offers 
more questions than answers. 
Like the death of Marilyn 
Monroe in 1962, the questions 
surrounding Reeves’ death 


offer conspiracy theorists plen¬ 
ty to ponder. 

No matter how his death is 
viewed, however, the film 
shows it as a tragedy. Whether 
that tragedy is the weakness of 
a man whose determined quest 
for success drove him into mis¬ 
ery or in the fact that a man 
beloved by families throughout 
the country for the character he 
portrayed may have been per¬ 
sonally disliked by someone— 
or even by himself— enough to 
cause his demise, doesn’t make 
the story any less powerful. 

Much of that power is drawn 
from the all-star cast Although 
the acting ability of Affleck has 
been questioned in the past, in 
Hollywoodland, he’s a winner. 
The gestures, the stance, and 
even the attitude, are spot-on 
perfect. This performance 
should quell, once and for all, 
the critics who like to include 
him on the admittedly long list 
of successful Hollywood ‘pretty 
boys’ who can’t actually act. 
Brody, who already has an 
Academy Award, shows that 
same skill here as he breathes 
new life into the role of a hard¬ 
bitten private eye, a character
